1. It Is recommended that CIA support PSB D-23 Summary as drafted, 
dated 24- August 1953, end CIA support PSB B-23 as drafted, dated 25 August 
1953 / with the following reservations: 

a. PSB D-23 altered in accord with the Summary draft has no 
fundamental differences from PSB D-23, dated 2 July 1953/ except those 
Incurred from agreed changes in Summary drafts, dated 19 August 1953 
und 21 August 1953, and shown in the Suaasry draft dated 24 August 
1953 . 
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h. That CIA re-emphasize Paragraph 3 of Memorandum for The 
Director of Central Intelligence, Subject : "Reccssmen&ed Position on 
State Proposal to Revise PSB D-23" dated 28 July 1953, in which it 
is "CIA s upports the argument advanced by P8B, in Paragraph

(2) That CIA interprets the word planning to include the 
concept of "to devise and project** or to "prepare" for immediate 
implementation of activities under Phase II, when that implemen- 
tation is directed. Since the major concept of difference be- 
tween Phase I and Fhee II is in the phrase "extend U. S. influence"'’ , 
CIA. feels that it is in harmony with the total plan if the term 
"planning" is so interpreted or if the word ^preparation" is 
ad de d. 
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(3) In order to obtain the above concept in pt>B 13-23, 
It is recommended that the Summary of the Plan, Section III, 
Paragraph. 2, Phase II, and the Plan, Section V, Paragraph 3, 
Phase II, read as follows*
